Army Loses In 


Drug Battle 
With Court 


WASHINGTON

- A 
federal judge, calling “offen­ 
sive” the Army’s contention an 
end 
to 
its 
European 
drug 
control program would result in 
chaos, has thrown the Army’s 
appeal out of court. 
Army lawyers had submitted 
'the appeal, along with a 5,000- 
word 
affidavit 
from 
Gen. 
Michael S. Davison, the U.S. 
Army commander in Europe, 
late Friday afternoon to' U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard Gesell. 
Legal 
sources 
said 
Gesell 
took just 45 minutes to read the 
documents and issue an order 
that said “it appearing to the 
court that the affidavit filed is 
offensive under t he standards 
of rule 
12-F of 
the Federal 
Rules of Civil Procedure, the 
motion is hereby denied and the 
affidavit is stricken.” 
Rule 12-F gives the court 
power to throw out “from any 
pleading 
any 
insufficient de­ 
fense or 
any 
redundant, im­ 
material, i m p e r t i n e n t or 
scandalous matter.** 
The 
sources 
said 
Gesell’s 
ruling was “extraordinary.” 
Gesell. ruled the drug pro- 
g r a m 
unconstitutional 
four 
weeks ago. Among activities ha 
found illegal were the Army’s 
use of strip-down searches of 
soldiers’ 
body 
cavities, 
mid­ 
night inspections of barracks, 
persecution 
of 
soldiers 
for 
“associating” with known drug 
users, and certain other prac­ 
tices. 
Gesell could not be reached 
for an exact explanation of the 
order, and. lawyers for both the 
Army and for the 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union, 
which 
brought the original suit seek­ 
ing to have the drug program 
declared 
unconstitutional, 
de­ 
clined comment. 
Davison alleged that enforce­ 
ment of Gesell’s order suspend­ 
ing the drug program, issued 
last week, “will do irreparable 
harm to the combat readiness’ 
of U.S. Army forces in Europe. 
Davison said his drug pro­

ND Scientists 
Hopeful Of 
Leukemia Cure 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (U P!) — 
Notre Dame scientists say they 
have successfully treated mice 
lor leukemia under controlled 
laboratory conditions and hope­ 
fully are on the way to an 
eventual breakthrough in the 
treatment of the disease in hu­ 
mans. 


Drs. Morris Pollard and Rob­ 
ert Truitt of Notre Dame’s Lo- 
bund Laboratory developed a 
treatment 
by 
which 
a 
very 
large dose of radiation is given 
the animal, along with a bone 
marrow transplant in a germ- 
free environment. 
Pollard, director of the labor­ 
atory, said the procedure re­ 
versed leukemia 
in germ free 
mice and prevented the disease 
in other germ free mice norm al­ 
ly developing it at eight months 
of age. Leukemia also was pre­ 
vented in non-germfree animals 
genetically prone to developing 
the disease. For these mice, a 
fourth 
step, 
decontamination 
with antibiotics, was added to 
the treatment. 
Using this technique, Lobund 
scientists also have prevented 
Hodgkins Disease from occur­ 
ring in germfree mice which 
norm ally 
develop 
it 
at 
10 
months of age. 
T ruitt said Thursday 
they 
plan to expand their experi­ 
ments into other anim als and. 
into other types of cancers. 
The study, which began 18 
months ago, developed proce­ 
dures which are not yet adapta­ 
ble 
to human beings, Truitt 
said. 
First, 
laboratory 
condition 
with germfree environments are 
not practical for humans who at 
sometime would have to leave 
the 'Controlled conditions to re­ 
sume a normal life style. 
Second, bone m.arrow trans­ 
plants in humans with leukemia 
arc 'Currently considered last- 
ditch efforts because of he ten­ 
dency of the transplants to re­ 
ject their hosts. 
In the Notre Dame research, 
doctors tried to mis-match bone 
marrow specimens rather than 
try to match tissues on the the­ 
ory that totally foreign marrow 
might destroy the leukemia.

NOT REALLY! 


Elecricity 'has become so much a part of our lives 
that most of us take it for granted and cannot 
conceive of a world without it. We have come to 
depend so heavily on electric appliances, and use 
them so frequently, that we fail to realize that 
through the miracle of electricity we are saving 
great amounts of time and effort for ourselves 
every time we do such common chores as washing' 
and ironing. 
To realize just how good we have it, all we have 
to do is take a look backward to a time when there 
was no electricity. Simple tasks like washing and 
ironing were all-day ordeals. Flatirons had to be 
heated on wood stoves and used quickly before 
they cooled. Washing was a backbreaking, 
knuckle-scraping job that involved first heating 
water over a smoky wood stove and then scrubbing 
the clothes on a washboard. Heating the home once 
meant gathering and sawing wood, storing and 
chopping it, coaxing the fire to start it, and then 
constantly feeding it during the day to keep it 
going. Since burning wood or coal was the main 
source of energy, a pall of smoke hung over most 
cities. 
Electricity is the lifeblood of modern civilization. 
Electric utility companies did not invent the needs 
they fill. They have always been part of life. 
Electricity’s contribution has been to provide a 
cleaner, safe, more efficient and convenient way to 
meeting these needs. Can we seriously entertain 
the thought of stopping progress, halting 
construction of needed power plants and returning 
to the "good old days” of backbreaking labor? Not 
really! 


MOST COSTLY FAIRY TALE 


It has been said of late that the energy shortage 
is nonexistent or has been contrived, that the 
structure of the petroleum industry is noncompeti­ 
tive , that government has favored the oil industry 
to the detriment of consumers and even that there 
has been a conspiracy to drive the independents out 
of business. Anyone familiar with the oil industry 
knows that these charges have been refuted and 
disproven time and again. They just add to the 
already formidable difficulties faced by the oil 
industry in meeting soaring petroleum needs. 
In commenting on the charges against the oil 
industry, one company declares, 
. .there is 
nothing mysterious or contrived about the gasoline 
shortage. For very understandable and straight­ 
forward reasons. . .the burgeoning demand for 
petroleum products simply out-ran the supply. The 
'United States, which has 8 per cent of the free 
world’s population, uses GO per cent of the total free' 
world s gasoline supply, and its use of gasoline is 
still increasing at a high rate.” As to the old charge 
that the oil industry is monopolistic, the company’s 
statement goes on to say, “It is nonsense to content 
that the petroelum industry is noncompetitive. 
With over 2Ü1 large integrated companies and. 
thousands of small firms operating in one or more 
of the various activities of producing, refining, 
transportation, and sales, the petroleum industry 
is among the most competitive of U.S. industries. 
No company has as much as 12 per cent of the crude 
production, refining capacity, or product sales in 
the U.S. 
Vigorous competition among the thousands of 
firms in the oil industry has provided U.S. 
consumers with gasoline and heating oil at prices 
that have risen over the past decade at a slower 
pace than the general price level. . . ” 
One of the reasons for the present energy 
shortage is the continual dissemination of myths 
about the petroleum, industry which have misled 
and confused the public for years. The latest of 
these fairy tales—that the gasoline shortage has 
been contrived—makes the least sense and could 
prove the most costly to the public interest.

At 
any rate, a group of Iowa legislators has moved to 
strike a blow for equal rights for men. 
The legislators, filed bills recently in the Iowa 
House of Representatives to create a Commission 
on the Status of Men and provide by law for the 
observance of Father’s Day as well as Mother’s 
Day. According to a press dispatch, Rep. George 
Knoke of Council Bluffs, chief sponsor of the 
legislation, said, “I’m serious. I believe in 
equality.” 
Knoke said he thought it was unfair for Iowa to 
maint ain a Commission on the Status of Women, as 
it has done tor years, and not have a similar 
commission to fight for male equality. 
Who knows? He might have struck a blow for male 
equality in these days of women’s lib — or he just 
might have opened a can, of worm.

many with alcohol rather than 
petroleum

great 
majority of fuel is consumed 
by spectators traveling to and 
from such events. 
In Daytona, one 500 mile race 
was cut to 450 miles, saving 
the required amount of racing 
fuel with no help for the actual 
energy shortage. It would still

Admittedly, it is fun to ride 
such 
vehicles 
cross-country, 
rather than on paved roads. 
However, enough are now in use 
to 
make 
private 
trails 
economically feasible, and they 
can be developed on non-wooded 
areas. 
A 
few 
have 
been 
developed in Indiana, and more 
are needed. 
I would have no objection to 
construction of such areas by 
the 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources, developing 
into a 
recreational oriented division of 
government.

In what was termed one of 
the more successful workshops 
ever held in Indiana, over 170 
women 
participated 
in 
the 
“ Women’s Worry Clinic” at the 
D u r b i n 
Hotel, 
Wednesday, 
February 13. The workshop was 
an educational service of the 
Rush 
County 
Association 
for 
Mental Health, a United Fund 
agency. 
In addition to those of Rush 
County, women from Fayette, 
R a ndolph, 
Henry, 
Han co ck, 
Shelby, 
and 
Union 
Counties 
were present. Representing the 
Mental Health 
Association 
in 
Indiana was Mr. Claude Richie. 
Regional 
Director 
of 
central 
Indiana. 
Several 
out-of-county 
chapter executives attended as 
observers, having been invited 
by the local chapter. 
Mrs. Jack Brown, secretary 
of the Rush County Association, 
welcomed 
the 
guests 
and 
visiting speakers after the 9:30 
a m. coffee hour 
Mrs. Brown 
then turned the meeting over 
to 
Mrs.. 
Barr 
Montgomery. 
Chapter Executive. 
M r . 
J e r r y 
B u r a n d , 
psychologist and Director of the 
Family Service Association of 
Madison 
County, 
was 
the 
opening speaker for the day. 
His 
presentation, 
“ Being 
in 
Touch with Children.” was a 
warmly 
instructive 
one, 
in 
which he dealt with the im­ 
portance of various means of 
conveying 
familial 
love. 
His 
audience 
was 
included 
in 
a 
demonstration 
of 
sensitivity 
training 
in 
order 
that 
they 
might become more aware of 
the necessity for tactile contacts 
with one another to express 
affection 
and 
support. 
Mr. 
Burand 
termed 
such 
demon­ 
strative expressions-” , .as vital 
to 
human 
development 
as 
vitamins, food, and all other 
basic 
requirements.” 
He 
ex­ 
plained 
that 
a 
child’s 
self- 
aeeeptanee-a feeling of “ be¡i lg 
O K .’’-can have a positive in­ 
fluence on his parents as well 
as on the child. Mr. Burand 
closed his talk with a fable 
whose theme was “ the more 
love 
given 
away, 
the 
more 
r e c e i v e d 
by 
the 
giver.” 
Audience 
response 
to 
the 
presentation 
w a s 
intensely 
enthusiastic. 


The second morning speaker 
was Mr. Dwain Jones, Director 
of the Center for Psychol therapy 
in 
Richmond, 
indiana 
His 
theme 
was 
“ Family 
Love, 
Demonstration” 
a n d 
dealt 
primarily 
with 
the 
family 
structure. Mr. Jones spoke of 
the family as a system—easily 
seen as individuals, but more 
difficult to envision as a unit. 
He dwelt upon the fact that 
role-changing between parents 
can have a beneficial effect on 
the family. 
Using 
volunteers 
from 
his 
audience. 
Mr. 
Jones 
next 
demonstrated various desirable 
and undesirable family struc­ 
tures. Among the facts brought 
out was that when a child must 
choose one parent over another, 
the effects on the young person 
are destructive, even traumatic. 
He also introduced the term 
“ hen-pecked woman” for one 
who either has to adjust to 
domineering by her husband by 
silent acceptance, or grow more 
resentful, which often leads to 
overt conflict. 
F o 11 o w i n g 
the 
morning 
program, 
guests 
enjoyed 
a 
delicious buffet luncheon served 
by the Durbin. Several of the

Dr. Roach, 
who holds a Ph.D. in psychology 
as well as an M.D. in psychiatry, 
is the former Superintendent of 
New Castle State Hospital. He 
has recently been appointed by 
Governor' Bowen to the position 
o f 
State 
Mental 
Health 
Department Superintendent for 
Mental Retardation. Dr. Roach 
is 
also 
a 
professor 
of 
Neurological Disorders at I.U. 
Medical School. His workshop 
topic was: “To Know Is to Give- 
To Know Is to Receive.” 
Dr. 
Roach 
addressed 
his 
lecture to 'the four basic needs 
common to al ihuman beings: 
p h y s i o l o g i c a l , 
safety, 
“'belongingness” and love needs, 
and esteem. After his thorough 
analysis 
of 
these 
topics, 
he 
turned his 
discussion 
to the 
serious lack of understanding on 


the part of many citizens and 
law makers of the importance 
of 
proper 
funding 
and 
im­ 
provements 
in 
the 
Indiana 
services for the mentally ill. 
Questions 
from 
the 
audience 
were answered, in an effort on 
the speaker’s part to enlighten 
his 
listeners. 
After 
having 
spoken of the large number of 
“ forgotten” 
patients 
in 
In­ 
diana’s 
state 
hospitals. 
Dr. 
Roach requested privately that 
any fee reserved for his ap­ 
pearance 
be 
donated 
to 
the 
Rush 
County 
Mental 
Health 
As so elation’s 
Adopt-A-Patient 
program. 
Mrs. 
Jerry Fox is 
chairman of this program. 


Barbara 
Stilwell, 
M.D., 
a 
children’s psychiatrist engaged 
in 
private 
practice 
in 
In­ 
dianapolis, 
was 
the 
final 
speaker on 
the 
workshop’s 
agenda. 
Her 
topic, 
“ Female 
Identity in a World of Change” , 
dealt with the emergence of 
women into various roles, with 
many components, from being 
! b c 
completely 
dominated, 
self-effacing persons they for­ 
merly were. As a result, citing 
one 
example, 
home making 
experiences 
can 
now 
be 
a 
p l e a s u r e , enriching the 
homemaker’s f u n c t i o n and 
utilizing her superior education. 
The speaker emphasized the 
fact that women’s individuality 
emerges only through relation­ 
ships with oth ers-males, as well 
as other family members and 
friend s. Dr. Stilwell urged that 
women be more partners than 
dependents in their relationships 
with men. She sought to im ­ 
press her listeners that to give 
up 
the 
“ helpless 
fern, ale” 
identity 
was 
not 
to 
be 
ac­ 
complished by masculinization 
(using 
crude 
language, 
etc.) 
and 
bitter 
competition 
with 
men. 


During 
the 
questions 
and 
comments following her talk, 
Dr. Stilwell replied to “ I guess 
you’re a women’s libber” , with 
a 
concise statement that she 
dislikes labels and refuses so 
to categorize herself. 


At one point in her lecture, 
Dr. Stilwell spoke of the former 
tendency of a women emerging 
into 
areas 
which 
had 
been 
dosed to her before to mask 
her femaleness” , by wearing 
strictly 
tailored 
clothing 
of 
somber colors and other devices 
contrived 
to 
make 
her 
un­ 
feminine 
in 
appearance. 
She 
cited the fact that nuns are 
modifying their habits, which 
had 
remained 
unchanged, 
in 
some cases, for centuries. She 
also admitted that in her first 
years of practice, it was her 
custom to dress plainly and in 
dark colors. As her charming 
and colorful costume attested, 
she said that now she feels free 
to dress as a woman really likes 
to appear, in feminine apparel. 
Several requests have been 
received by the Mental Health 
Association for copies of the 
text of Dr. Stilwell’* thoughtful 
and extremely valuable speech. 
Upon the conclusion of the 
day’s program, the comments 
received by the local chapter 
o f 
the 
Mental 
Health 
Association were extravagant in 
their praise, 
both 
by 
local 
women and those from other 
counties. 
Harriett 
Lee 
Mon­ 
tgomery, 
speaking 
for 
the 
Association’s officers and board 
m e m b e r s , 
said 
that 
the 
workshop had been everything 
the chapter had hoped for in 
serving the community to which 
the agency owes its existence.
